—In a late paper Dr. Hughes Bennett, 


ol Edinburgh University, stated that the 
tendency of modern physiology is to 
aseribc to a man a sixth sense. If there 
be placed before n man two small tubes, 
tin1 one of lead and the other of wood, 
'bnth gilded over so as to look exactly 
alike, and both of the same temperature, 
nut one of the five senses could tell 
which is lead and which is wood. lie 
could tell this only by lifting them, <ind 
tins sense of weight, Dr. Bennett thinks, 
is likely to be recognized as the sixth 
sense. 


—Prof. Tait, of Edinburgh, contends 


tl> it people must be mistaken in suppos- 
ing they see a lightning-flash ascend or 
descend. The duration of a lightning- 
fl ish is less than the millionth part of a 
Seeond, and the eye cannot possibly fol- 
low movements of such extraordinary 
rapidity. He thinks the origin of the 
mistake may be found in the fact that 
tin: central parts of the retina arc more 
sensitive, by practice, than the others, 
and therefore that the portion of the 
flash which is seen directly affects the 
br.iin sooner than the rest. Hence, a 
spectator looking toward either end of a 
flash very naturally fancies that end to be 
its starting point. 


—The president of the London An- 


thropological Institute has attempted a 
solution of the long-standing and per- 
plexing question of the means employed 
b\ undent peoples to lift the huge stones 
which now stand as monoliths or in 
groups as tombs and temples. Some of 
the hill tribes of India still erect big 
stones as memorials, and it is reported 
tint the members of one of these tribes 
recently carried a stone weighing twenty 
tons up a high hill in tbe course of a few 
hours. The ponderous block was enclosed 
in a wooden framework so arranged that 
a large number of men could lift at the 
same time, and in this simple way it was 
borne to the hill-top, a height of four 
thousand feet. It is easy to believe that 
the ancients may have practiced this 
primitive engineering. 


The Northwestern Lumbei-rnan recom- 


mends the following manner of staining 
pine to represent black walnut: Put pul- 
verized asphiUtum into a bowl with about 
twice its bulk of turpentine, and set where 
it is warm, shaking from time to time un- 
til dissolved; then strain with either a 
cloth or a stiff brush. Try a little first, 
m.d if the stain be too dark, thin it with 
tcrpeutine. If desirable to bring out the 
grain still more, give a coat of boiled oil 
and turpentine. 
When the wood is thor- 


oughly dry, polish with a mixture of two 
part* shellac varnish and one part boiled 
oil; apply by putting a few drops at a 
time on a cloth and rubbing briskly over 
the wood.

United States pay annually for liqnors, 
one thousand millions of dollars. 
'The 


estimated loss of time from productive 
laboi is $420,000,000. Add to this one- 
half the cost of the civil courts, the entire 
cost of the criminal court?, one-half the 
cost of the poorhouse, and the entire cost 
of al1 the jails of the county, all of which 
may be directly chargeable to the liquor 
traffic, and we have a total cost to the 
country every year of this nefarious busi- 
ness sufficient to pay the entire public 
debt; or a sum every five years more than 
equal to the entire cost of the war both 
nortli and south, including all property 
destroyed of every description in both 
sections. 


At the Temperance meeting of the 


Presbyterian Council,at Bethany Church, 
Philadelphia, on Thursday evening last, 
Hon. William E. Dodge, of New York, 
spoki of the magnitudeof the evil, saying: 


"In the United States there are 175,000 


places where liquor is sold, and 100,000 
persons perish annually from the effects 
of intoxicating drinks. If yellow fever 
were raging all through the land the peo- 
ple would be stirred up and would say : 
'Oh! what a terrible affliction!' and would 
exert themselves to the utmost to exter- 
minal e the disease. 
But here is the fever 


of intemperance raging and destroying its 
victims by thousands, and people are luke- 
warm and do not seem to realize the ter- 
rible condition of affairs. 
From the 


window of my hotel on Broad Street, last 
Saturday evening, I viewed the great 
parade which seemed to have no end. 
The men went marching by for four hours, 
and as I watched them a thought entered 
my mind, and I pondered over it. There 
were 30,000 men in that procession, and 
I be;;an to think what a procession it 
would be if all the drunkards were in lino. 
It would take more than four hours for 
such a procession; it would take from 
sunrise to sunset for the sorrowful spec- 
tacle to pass. Just think of it: not only 
men, but poor women also. 
There would 


be no torchlights then; all would be dark 
and dismal as these hundred thousand 
jrretclicd ones marched by to death and 
ruin. And if that were all! But think 
of tin hundreds of thousands of husbands 
and wives and children following after. 
If the end were even there—but no. The 
next year another procession, another hun- 
dred thousand. 0 my dear friends' are 
you not willing to do something V 


He was followed by Rev. Dr. Cuyler, of 


Brooklyn, who made the following state- 
ment 


"In this city there are four hundred 


churches, and nearly eight thousand moral 
slang liter-houses, known as dram-shops— 
for every gateway to heaven twenty to 
perdition—and this is the case in nearly 
every citv from the Atlantic to tlic Pa- 
cific." 


Mr. Gladstone once said,when opposing 


the policy of the English Government 
licensing the sale of intoxicating liquors: 
"It is the duty of the Government to 
make it as hard as possible for man to 
go wi ong, and as easy as possible for him 
to go right." By the license system the 
State makes itself directly responsible for 
all the evils growing out of the sale of 
liquors. 


Charles Buxton, an eminent member of 


the British Parliament, once said when 
speaking of this subject: 


"Add together all the miseries gener- 


ated m our times by war, famine and pes- 
.ilence, the three great scourges of man- 
kind, and they willnot exceed those that 
spring from this one calamity." 


Judge Pitman says: 
"II corrupts elections, disgraces legis- 


lators, soils the judicial ermine, enervates, 
[>alsi< s, and restrains the executive arm 
of the law, while it endangers and seri- 
ously threatens our national prosperity as 
well as our national standing and reputa- 
tion. For nearly six years the country 
labored and struggled under the terrible 
pressure of the commercial panic of 
1873. 
trade went down, business was 


prostrate, confidence vanished, credit was 
destroyed, thousands of men were out of 
employment and their families in want, 
while bankruptcy and ruin swept over the 
land like a destroying flood carrying 
everj thing before it, until it was met and 
turned back by resumption, in January, 
1879. 
And yet during all that time our 


crops were abundant and the national in- 
come was over $7,000,000,000 annually. 
The universal cry of 'hard times' came up 
from every section of the country, and 
wise and sagacious men attempted to ex- 
plain the cause and provide a remedy, but 
among all the reasons and explanations 
which were given, no one ever mentioned, 
or thought even, of the $700,000,000 
which, during all that time, these op- 
pressed, suffering and starving people 
were paying annually for intoxicating 
liquors," 


In the above figures, Judge Pitman 


has liken the wholesale value of liquors 
upon which tax is paid to the Govern- 
ment. The retail price paid by the con- 
sumer is $1,000,000,000. 


Tlie London Times tersely sums up the 


matter thus: 


"The use of strong drink produces 


more idleness, crime, want, and misery 
.than all other causes put together." 


Governor Dix once said, in a message 


to the Legislature of New York: 


"Intemperance is the undoubted cause 


of four-fifths of all the crime, pauperism, 
and domestic misery of the State." 


Governor Gaston, of Massachusetts, in 


speaking of this subject, says: 


"That intemperance has been the most 


prolific source of poverty, wretchedness 
and crime; that it has filled the State 
and the country with its destructive in- 
fluences; and that its progress everywhere 


heralds only misfortune, misery, and deg- 
radation." 


Over two thousand physicians of high 


standing, in the city of New York, lately 
signed the following certificate : 


"That a very large proportion of human 


misery, including poverty, disease, and 
crime, is introduced by the use of alco- 
holic or fermented liquor as beverages." 


And: 
"That total and universal abstinence 


from all.such beverages would greatly 
contribute to .the health, the prosperity, 
and happiness of the human race." 


Ninety-six physicians of Montreal, 


Canada, not long, since joined in the fol- 
lowing declaration: 


"That total absence from intoxicating 


liquors, whether fermented or distilled, is 
consistent with and conducive to the 
highest degree of physical and mental 
health and vigor, and that such abstinence 
would greatly promote the health, moral- 
ity and happiness of the people."

A SERIES OF FACTS STRANGER THAN FIC- 


TION. 


My only sister had recently married, 


and the happy couple were about to begin 
on tlie prairies of Kansas. Her health, 
like tny own, was delicate, and her good 
husband, who already seemed like an own 
brother, joined in her entreaty that I 
should accompany and spend a year or 
two with them, arguing that "roughing 
it" a little, the bracing climate of the 
plains, and more than all, change from the 
sad associations of my Connecticut home, 
would be of the greatest benefit to me; 
adding in significant undertone that per- 
haps I might meet with inducements suf- 
ficient to make Kansas my permanent 
abode. 


In order to make clear the strange 


events that I am about to narrate, I might 
as well frankly explain why little urging 
was needed for me to accept the kind 
proposition. 
No girl in this State ever 


had a happier home till within a year, 
when a change came, and I detested my 
home and all its beautiful surroundings. 
Every once loved object was associated 
with the bitterest memories. 
Life had 


become a wretched burden, which I was 
forced to buckle on every morning and 
bear through each long and dreary day, 
only glad to throw it off with my clothes 
at night and seek sweet oblivion in sleep. 
The friends of childhood and youth stood 
aloof—perhaps my manner forced them 
from me—and cast glances of pity at me 
and whispered about me, and some of my 
own sex but poorly concealed my woe. 
[ lacked the strength of will, the persis- 
tent resolution to bear up bravely, and 
live the cruel sorrow and mortification 
down. I could not do it. It grew heavier 
and heavier. "Time, the great healer," 
brought no balm for my wounds, no forget- 
fulness for my grief. 


For two years I had been an object of 


envy to nearly all my girl friends, for I 
was engaged to one of the most prominent 
and popular young men in the town. 
Frank was a Splendid fellow, a noble maii, 
everybody admired him. He had but one 
failing that was noticeable; he was in- 
clined to be a little wild, and report said 
that he sometimes drank; but that did 
not trouble me. except as some of the 
traight-laccd wagged their solemn heads 
and croaked of evil days in store for us 
unless he changed his ways. I had never 
seen him under the influence of liquor. 
I never expected to. It was impossible 
that one so strong and manly and self- 
respecting as he could ever be cast down 
by vice in any form. 


It was within a month of the wedding- 


day, and my preparations were nearly 
complete. One glorious moonlight even1- 
ing, when the sleighing season was at its 
height, Frank had engaged to drive with 
a party of young men to a neighboring 
city to attend the theatre, and came 
around to kiss me good-by. I did not ex- 
act the monopoly of his every leisure 
hour, and never interfered with any of 
his pleasures; but, somehow, on this occa- 
sion I felt a strange foreboding and beg- 
ged him to remain with me. He was 
moved by my appeals and was upon the 
point of yielding, when I realized how 
groundless were my fears, and how un- 
reasonable to deprive him of the pleasure 
and cause him to break his promise to 
his companions; and I laughed at my 
foolishness and bade him go and be hap- 
py. I can feel that last kiss that he 
pressed upon my lips, with bis manly head 
uncovered as he bent over me in the 
doorway,thrilling through every fibre of my 
being even now. I saw him drive swiftly 
away and listened to the jingle of the 
merry bells till it died away in the dis- 
tance, and then my heart turned as cold 
and heavy as one of the great icicles 
hanging from the porch, and I went in, 
chilled by a terrible dread and passed a 
sleepless night. 


The morning brought dreadful news. 


A great crime had been committed near 
the theatre, a crime caused by drink, in 
which my Frank was a prominent actor. 
He had fled, and the officers of the law 
were close upon his track, and I should 
never see him again unless as a guilty 
prisoner. How I lived through succeed- 
ing weeks I hardly knew; now I look 
back upon them as almost a blank. Once 
a negro brought me a letter from Frank 
inclosed to him and addressed in a 
stranger's hand. He feared to have it 
addressed to me, lest it might fall into 
the hands of the watchful detectives and 
discover his hiding place. It was full of 
regrets and despair. He was in New Or- 
leans, destitute, homeless, "a fugitive 
and a vagabond on the face of the earth," 
he wrote. 
Oh, how my heart yearned 


and bled for him! I wrote him that he 
had not sinned; that for the moment he 
had been possessed by the demon drink, 
and vowed to love him unfalteringly till 
death. 
I inclosed money and begged 


hsm to write to me in the same way twice 
a month; and the faithful black man ad- 
dressed the letter to the assumed name 
designated. There came two more let- 
ters—soiled, tear-stained half-sheets— 
and no more. 
Months later a citizen of 


our town told me privately that he had 
recently seen him in a Texas town, rag- 
ged, dirty, drunk, one of a hand .of out- 
laws, and advised me to drop bun from 
memory. The gentleman was wholly re- 
liable, and I could not doubt the truth of 
his statement, but I could not accept his 
advice. I didn't try. 


No wonder, then, that I was glad to 


escape from home and all its bitter re- 
minders. 
I could not tear him from my 


heart. I had not one faint.hope of ever 
meeting him again* tut it Would be some 
consolation to be nearer to him and 
breathe the same western air that he 
breathed even in his degradation and 
wretchedness, 


Two years and more had passed. The 


prairie farm was well under way. It was 
distant ten miles from the nearest town, 
which, with a great railroad that touched 
it and pierced far into Colorado, had been 
built since our arrival. 
Our nearest 


neighbor was four miles. Coming with 
abundant mean; and facilities, we had 
experienced many inconveniences, but 
none of the privations and sufferings 
with which the majority of Kansas set- 
tlers have to contend for the first two or 
three years. Our house was a comforta- 
ble frame dwelling with ample room, 
though the chambers were still unfin- 
ished, and to the surprise of all new trav- 
elers upon the trail past our door we in- 
dulged in a broad New England piazza on 
two sides. It was located upon a little 
eminence commanding an unbroken view 
of -the ocean-like prairie all around till it 
met the horizon twenty miles away. 
Tourists write of the dreary expanse of 
prairie which Stretches out on either hand 
of the railway car. 
But let them dwell 


upon such as ours; let them dwell in its 
perpetual bracing breezes of summer, 
and look out upon the long and flower- 
spangled grass, waving like the billows of 
the sea; at this autumn season let % them 
stand at night and view the grand girdle 
of raging prairie fires all around, and 
look aloft at the cloud crimson canopy of 
heaven, and they would readily admit 
that not all the sublimity and eloquence 
of Nature is focused amid mountains, 
valleys and forests. 


For me the climate, the change t>f 


scene, the busy toil of everyday, had done 
wonders. There was 'still the old heart 
pain; the hourly thoughts and longings, 
"Is he still alive ? Is he suffering ? Has 
he become his once noble self again? 
Does he still love me as I love him ? Oh, 
that I could see him once more!" But 
grief no longer weighed me down, and I 
was almost my former self, they told me. 


One afternoon, just a year ago, I was 


seated upon the piazza sewing, and anon 
watching immense volumes of smoke that 
rolled along the southern horizon, just 
across the silvery waters of the Arkansas, 
where the names were sweeping down 
miles of grass, when aloug the trail, from 
the north, came a lady leading with one 
hand a little boy of four years and carry- 
ing a satchel with the other. They stop- 
ped and asked for a drink of water, and I 
also brought seats and invited them to 
rest. She was plainly and neatly dressed, 
and aged about 25, with such dark com- 
plexion, black hair, and piercing black 
eyes, that I suspected she was a gypsy. 
Hor face was thin and bore traces of suf- 
fering, besides a newly-healed sear under 
one eye. 


In answer to my inquiries she stated 


that she had walked fifteen miles since 
early morning, and carried her boy most 
of the way. 
She had been for three 


months taking care of her aged father on 
his "claim," and was now on her way to 
H 
to return to her home in Nebraska. 


A neighbor had kindly taken her trunk 
to the depot the day before. She was 
weary and half sick, and we easily pre- 
vailed upon her to spend the night with 
us, and not think of walking ten more 
miles that day. That evening she told us 
her story. 


Her father had been one of the early 


settlers of Nebraska, and WAS a German. 
Her mother was an Indian, and died soon 
after the birth of her daughter, and her 
childhood was passed with her mother's 
tribe. 
Her father soon married a tyranni- 


cal white woman, who abused her shame- 
fully, and she was only too glad to accept 
the hand and home of an enterprising 
young mechanic, who was now established 
in a prosperous business. 
Three years 


ago her father had settled on A Kansas 
homestead, where a series of misfortunes 
had attended him. He lost several young 
children, and, some three months before, 
his wife died also, and he wrote for his 
married daughter to come and keep house 
for him until he could recover from a se- 
vere injury. The three months she had 
spent in a miserable "dug-out," in abject 
poverty, where she had endured the pas- 
sionate temper of her aged parent and 
much violent abuse from a rascaliy half- 


otiiO'-. of which the scar on her face was 
relic. 
Her husband had forwarded 


money to take herself and child home, 
but her father had pleaded his distress so 
piteously that she had given it to him and 
written for more. 
Again it came, and 


again the old man begged it from her; 
and now, unable to endure persecution, 
she had started on foot for H 
, hop- 


ing that, when she had stated her condi- 
tion to some boarding-house keeper in 
town, she might be taken in until she 
could receive a third remittance from her 
husband. Her sad tale decided the ques- 
tion of a boarding place at once, and next 
day my brother telegraphed the situation 
to her husband. She accepted our hospi- 
tality without a word of thanks, but rather 
as a matter of course. 


Although 
pitying her condition, my 


brother and sister took an aversion to her, 
and it was this feeling that prompted him 
to telegraph rather than write. It was 
not so with me. I never took such an 
interest in a stranger in my life. 
I was 


not drawn towards but rather fascinated 
by her, and was at a loss 'to explain to 
myself why. She was not a person to 
whom I could ever impart a confidence, 
and yet I did not doubt her honesty. 
There was nothing attractive or interest- 
ing about her, but somehow I could hard- 
ly take my eyes off her. Her keen eyes 
were her most noticeable feature. 
At 


times she would appear lost in thought, or 
as if intently listening to something, 
when they would assume a—what the 
books call—"far away expression;" and 
she would frequently go to the open door 
and gaze into the distance as if she was 
expecting some one. "I do believe she 
is a witch," said sister. 


Our guest was never idle. She was an 


expert in all manner of plain and orna- 
mental needlework, and the number of 
useful and ornamental articles that her 
deft fingers voluntarily constructed for us 
was simply marvelous. 


Usually she worked 
in silence, but 


when addressed her language was good, 
denoting refined companionship, if not in- 
timate acquaintance with text books. 
Small and delicate in frame, she im- 
pressed me as being possessed of a re- 
serve of will and courage adequate to any 
emergency in life. 


We were seated at tea the day after 


her arrival wlien a stranger, mounted 
upon a superb horse, such a one as is sel- 
dom seen west of St. Louis, though jaded 
and travel worn, rode up to our door and 
craved accommodation for the night. We 
were averse to entertaining strangers, but 
.he pleaded so eloquently that he was upon 
•a jbdrney of urgent business, that his 
horse was worn out and he must make 
many miles on the morrow, that we could 
not turn him away, especially when he ex- 
pressed a preference to the barn as a sleep-

He was a fine looking young 
man, though bagged, nervous and care- 
worn ; dressed like a scout and bearing 
himself in the reckless, off-hand manner 
peculiar to the craft; but the few words 
he uttered in answer to brother's remarks, 
and his table manners proved him to be 
city bred, and that in refined circles.

HATS AND BONNETS. 


Iii hats and bonnets there are so many 


leading styles from which to choose that 
every fancy may be easily gratified. The 
high-crowned, broad-brmmicd beavers, 
with long furry nap, come in black, 
white and fancy colors. Plush is the 
loading material for hats and bonnets, 
and may be had in all shades to match 
any costume. Feathers are used in pro- 
fusion, four or five being often placed 
upon one hat. 
Flowers of gay tints and 


birds of brilliant plumage are placed at 
the back or side of the crown, and pretty 
aigrettes of feathers and pit sprays come 
for the same purpose. No liat is consid- 
ered to be complete without a bit of gold 
braid, gold lace or embroidery, and a 
butterfly or bug in gold among the trim- 
ming. Many of the crowns of the new 
hats arc richly embroidered in colored 
silks, and then dotted all over with gold 
beads. One hat of moss-green velvet 
has its crown strewn thickly with large 
red cherries, and another crown is made 
of silk rosebuds. Jet embroideries are 
also much used upon lints. The close 
cottage and turban sliapcs are especially 
fitted 
for 
these 
elaborately-worked 


crowns. Fine chenille is much used for 
the same purpose, coming in moss-green 
shades, and having a pretty, soft effect 
when mingled with bright beads or flow- 
ers. All bonnets have long strings, which 
are made of plush or velvet and lined 
with a different shade of aatin. 
Borne 


ore of satin, cut very wide, hemmed nar- 
rowly, and having the ends gathered. 
Others have the edges finished with a bit 
of gold lace or beaded trimming. Strings 
are no longer tied in front, but are caught 
together with a gilt or jewelled pin. 
Most of the brims are faced with velvet 
or satin and wide gold braid. 
Some are 


bordered with large pearl beads, others 
with jet or gold beads. The beaver hats 
have nothing within the brim. 


Handsome white felts, in plush, for 


evening wear, arc trimmed with veils of 
white Spanish lace, and have rows of 
pearl beads inside of the brim. Pearl 
slides, or gilt and pearl ornaments, arc 
used in fastening the lace drapery around 
the crown. 11 is said that the Italian 
brigand hat, with high Alpine crown, 
will be worn in beavers and plush ; these 
are gracefully trimmed with lone, flowing 
plumes. Turbans made entirely of fea- 
thers will be worn: also pretty velvet 
caps, in black and dark shades of blue or 
green. The prettiest hats are (.hose of 
moss-green plush or velvet, trimmed with 
green feathers, shading upon gold and 
pink or cardinal roses. Huts of black 
velvet are trimmed with gleaming jet and 
curling black feathers. 
Ostrich plumes 


take the lead in popular fancy, as hereto- 
fore, while peacock tips, heron's breast 
and cock feathers are also used. A "sun- 
rise hat" has a crown of dazzling green 
feathers of changing hues, a scarf of 
green velvet around the crown, and in 
front an argrette made of a cock's head, 
with feathered crest, and with his bill 
open, as though he were crowing loudly 
to welcome the rising day. Gold beads 
scattered over the crown may be intended 
to represent the first rays of light, anil 
the strings of green velvet are also 
sprinkled with golden beads.

ter for trimming dresses, mantles, &c. 
In trimming handsome dresses Ducbessc 
lace is much employed.

Foon KOII MOORS.—A Moorish break- 


fast consists of ms-fus-Kn—a cake of 
baked granules deftly made of flour which 
eats crisp and sweet—milk, butter, ome- 
lets pigeons cooked in oil, sweet potatoes, 
force-meat and sweet tarts of honey, but- 
ter and eggs. 
Tea, wliich is quite a 


"course" meal, is taken seated cross- 
legged on soft carpets spread on the floor 
around a handsome and costly tray with 
dwarf feet raising it a few inches from the 
floor, furnished with drinking glasses in 
place of china cups. 
The formidable 


meal, which is served by an upper man- 
servant, excites the European visitors' 
wonder and dismay. First, the tea-pot— 
or kettle, if named after its shape—is 
filled with green tea, sugar and water in 
such proportions as to moke a thick, sweet 
syrup, which is drunk without milk or 
cream- Then follows an infusion of tea 
and spearmint; yet another of tea and 
wormwood; yet another of tea and lemon 
verbena, and yet another of tea with 
citron. On great occasions a sixth is 
added of tea and ambergris. Nothing is 
eaten. The "weed" usually follows ; but 
the Moor, though a smoker, is not an "in- 
veterate." Dinner consists of various 
dishes of mutton, fish and fowl, ingenious- 
ly and artistically served in mixtures of 
pomades, soaps, spices and cosmetics; 
so, at least, Englishmen declare who have 
had in courtesy to swallow tlie prepara- 
tions. Knives, forks and spoons are dis- 
pensed with, perhaps despised. Around 
a central dish gathers the company, as 
usual cross-legged on the floor. At "In 
the name of God," which is the brief 
grace pronounced by the master of the 
house, the slave removes the cover from 
the bowl; lifted hands are thrust into the 
smoking dish and' morsels of its contents, 
deftly rolled into convenient forms, are 
tossed dripping i-ita the mouth with a 
neatness and precision truly wonderful. 
Exact portions are picked from fowl and 
fish and mutton-chop bone without delay 
or effort. 
Sharp nails are said to act as 


knives. 
After the course water and nap- 


kins are brought around. The wash over, 
another dish and another plunging of the 
paws into the savory mess. Incense is of- 
ten burned during the dinner, which fills 
the apartment 
with 
delicate aroma. 


When a meal is served in the open court 
the ladies of the home are permitted to 
gaze on their lords from the open balcony 
which usually surrounds it.

An EntbOBlMtle Demunitratlon. 


An immense audience greeted the ap- 


pea ranee of Hon. Galusha A. Grow at the 
Wigwam last evening. The spits, aisles 
anil platform were completely filled, and 
tho crowd overflowed upon the sidewalk 
and into the street. As the veteran 
campaigner walked tip the aisle he was 
enthusiastically cheered, and upon his in- 
troduction by the chahman, B. F. Gilke- 
son, Esq., the cheers were renewed. 
When they had subsided Mr. Grow ad- 
vanced to the front of the platform and 
be nan one of the most eloquent, forcible 
and convincing speeches that has ever 
been listened to in Bristol. His array of 
fai ts was formidable., and the logic with 
which they were enforced against the 
Democratic programme, and in favor cf 
Republican supremacy, was unbroken and 
unassailable. For more than two hours 
he held Jus audience entranced by his 
en inertness and eloquence, and many 
times during tie evening the approbation 
of the audie ice was expressed by loud 
and contimud applause. As everybody 
expected, who is familiar with Mr. Grow's 
record, his speech contained no clap-trap 
arguments, but fair and impartial presen- 
tation of facts, comparing the two great 
political parties which are seeking the 
control of the Government.

The "Wild 
Cat" and "Red Dog" currency in vogue 
previous to the war was alluded to, and 
ridiculi d ; the advantages of the present 
currcruy shown by comparison, and'the' 
fact Conclusively proven by the Demo- 
cratic platforms and the utterances of the 
leadinp men in the Democr»tic party, that 
the policy of that organization is to abol- 
ish the National banks and substitute the 
old State bank system with its worthless 
notes. 


The power of the Southern Democrats 


was pointed out, and although individual 
members of the party object to Southern 
domination, the speaker said that would 
not chunge the policy of the party. Do 
you ever remember since you were born, 
he continued, when Southern Democracy 
took srmff that Northern Democrats did 
not sneaze? It couldn't be otherwise. The 
Southern people were born to dominate.

Anotlu r question at issue, in the opinion 
of the speaker, was the payment of the 
public debt. 
The Democrats in every 


State tliey have controlled, except New 
York, have repudiated their debts. Is it 
wise to entrust the financial interests of 
the country, interwoven so closely as they 
are witli the business of the land, to a 
party which repudiates its obligations] 
If the Southern people so unconcernedly 
repudiate their State debts, what obsta- 
cle will prevent them, if they got the 
power, repudiating National obligations, 
when they consider National power sub- 
ordinate to State authority. The Repub- 
lican j>arty was charged by the Demo- 
crats with being the cause of the hard 
times, four years ago, but they are not al- 
lowed to liave credit for the good times. 
Providence by sunshine and shower had 
produced good crops and prosperity, and 
this had produced the good times; but 
since the sunshine and showers had pre- 
vailed during the times of depression, 
Providence must have caused the bad 
times. The Democrats have a greet fond- 
ness for the Bible about election time, 
and th'j favorite portion is that relating 
to the "Prodigal Son."

In the parable 
the pr >digal returns and humbly craves 
tho crumbs that fall from his father's 
table, Imt the Rebel prodigals come up 
demanding of the old man that the fattod 
calf be killed at once, and they will at- 
tend 10 the rest of the property after 
breakfist. 
The change needed is a 


change in Rebel hearts and then a change 
in both houses of Congress. 


The prosperity of the country and the 


great increase of exports over imports 
during Republican rule, and the peril to 
this which will result if the Democrats 
and their revenue tariff prevail, was 
shown, and in conclusion, in an eloquent 
strain which held the audience spell- 
bound. Mr. Grow pictured the desolation 
and ruin which would inevitably follow 
the lowering of the dignity of labor in this 
country to the pauper labor of Europe. 
He sat down amid a storm of applause 
and cheers, the irrepressible tribute to 
his magnetic eloquence and conclusive 
arguments. Mr. Charles A. Cuffel, the 
Republican candidate for County Treas- 
urer, being present, was introduced, and 
made ,i very brief but pointed address, 
saying that in the heat of the Presidential 
contest he hoped the people of Bristol 
would not forget the county ticket nor 
the candidate for County Treasurer.

being the creation of a fund from which 
ministers might draw for their support 
while laboring in fields which otherwise 
would fail to furnish the needed suste- 
nance. The matter was referred to a 
committee to report at the next meeting 
of the Presbytery. 
A recess was then 


announced until two o'clock in the after- 
noon. 


At the afternoon session there was lit- 


tle business transacted of general inter- 
est, although of importance to the Pres- 
bytery. Various reports were read and 
adopted, and after hearing the report 
in regard to the McAllister Memorial 
Church a committee, consisting of Rev. 
Messrs. Peacock and Lee and Gen. 
Louis Wagner, was appointed to raise 
funds to aid the enterprise. 


The committee in the case of Rev. H. 


F. Lee reported, recommending the grant- 
ing of the request of himself and congre- 
gation for a dissolution of the relations 
existing between them, and expressing 
hearty commendation and sympathy for 
the brother.

put them to slew with a bunch of herbs, 
some celery ai id a few mushrooms; pep- 
per slightly ami add a half-teaspoonful of 
salt, and add n pint of stock ; stew slight- 
ly ; remove the tongues, dust them with 
bread crumbs and broil on a gridiron; 
strain the sau< o and serve. 


APPLE 
AM) RICE PUDDING.—Boil 


three tablesponnfuls of rice, after washing 
it in three waters, in half a pint of water 
and three tablcspoonfuls of milk. When 
nearly soft add two tablcspoonfuls of 
white sugar, the grated peel of a lemon 
and the beaten yolks of two eggs. Stir 
rapidly until it it quite cooked. Thin 
pile it up as n w«Jl around a platter or 
plate. 1'are tart apples, take out the 
cores, and stew them in the juice of the 
lemon, three tablcspoonfuls of sugar andn 
little water. Cover closely, stew until 
soft, but not so much as to break to 
pieces. Place the apple and syrup inside 
of the rice. 
Heat the whites of the egg; 


to a stiff froth, lay it over the apples, sift 
sugar over it and brown lightly in a hot 
over, Serve w ith sweet cream. 


ANGEL FOOD.—Here is a recipe for 


"Angel Food," the delicious white cake 
which is becoming so popular. In taste 
and appearance it is everything that cake 
should be : Tliewhitoof eleveneggs, one 
cup of flour aflur sifting, one teaspoonful 
of cream tartar. Sift the Hour and cream 
tartar four times. Beat the eggs to a 
stiff froth, and then beat in one and one- 
half cups of granulated sugar and a teas- 
poonful of vanilla. And the flour, and 
beat lightly but thoroughly. 
Bake in 


an ungreascd pan, slowly. The pan 
should have a tin strip 
projecting 


above each corner, in order that when it 
is turned over to cool the air may circu- 
late freely under it. Cut it out when 
cool. The pan should be a new one. An 
ordinary pan w ill answer, if it bo set up 
on the edges of two other pans to cool. 
Some housekeepers find that this cake 
bakes beautifully in an earthenware dish. 
It is necessary that the oven should be a 
slow one; if it U very hot the door may 
be left open. The cake should rise grad- 
ually.

sides, hang smoothly on a line to dry, do 
not iron. Old and soiled silks will be 
made to look almost new.

can be brightened by taking a little mois- 
tened salt betM een »he thumb and finger 
and briskly rulibing the stain, which will 
soon disappear.

An interesting musical relic has come 


into the possession of Mr. Edward Kun- 
wald, a merchant of London. 
Beethoven, 


not long before his death, bestowed his 
favorite violin upon one of his most inti- 
mate friends, Herr Carl Holz, whose 
widow parted w ith lost year to its present 
owner. The mahogany case containing 
this precious instrument was deposited, 
upon its arrival in London, with Messrs. 
Comerford, notaries public, and by them 
formally opened in the presence of Dr. 
Joachim and GustaV Ellisen. Within it 
was a violin, upon the back of which was 
the letter "B," roughly scratched, a cer- 
tificate of ownership, signed "JSliae Holz, 
getoren von Stumor;" and official docu- 
ments in the German language attesting 
the authenticity of this signature, as well 
astk»tof Beethoven himself, appended 
to a portrait of the great master, engraved 
"kf Selb, and subscribed "To Heir von 
Holz, from liis friend Bethoven," the 
ominion of an "e" being noticeable in 
the autographic signature as well as in 
the title of the print. A portrait of Bee- 
thoven is also let into the lid of the vio- 
lin cane; and I'rau von Holz's certificate 
run as follows "My husband, Carl Holz, 
received this % ioiin from his friend von 
Bethoven, as a present, and after the 
death of my husband it became my prop- 
erty. 
Vienna, 14 June, 1879." Dr. 


Joachim tried the violin, and pronounced 
it an instrument of considerable merit.

" We may believe with General Han- 


cock tliat 'when rebellion was crushed 
the heresy of s< cession in every form 
and in every incident went down forever!' 
but the question of national supremacy 
was evidently not set at rest forever. On 
the contrary, in 1856 the Democratic 
party explicitly pledged itself to 'uphold 
the principles laid down in the Kentucky 
and Virginia resolutions of 1798;' and in 
1880 it implicdly reasserted that pledge 
in the declaration: 'We pledge ourselves 
anew to the constitutional doctrines and 
traditions of the Democratic party.' 
The most fundamental question that can 
address itself to the independent voter is 
this: Are we a Nation, or a mere conge- 
ries of States? Which is supreme, the 
State or the Nation? Which in the last 
resort is to determine doubtful and dis- 
puted questions between the State and 
the United States Government—the State 
or the National courts'! South Carolina 
will not repeat in t his century her attempt 
to secede; but she docs repeat her claim 
to arrest United States marshals attempt- 
ing to enforce internal revenue laws, and 
to forbid United States officials 
from 


protecting the bal'ot-box in United States 
elections. 


"That the Soutli will not repeat civil 


war may be taken for granted; but there 
is not the least reason to think tliat the 
South believes in the right of the nation 
to exercise national sovereignty, to con- 
trol the great railroad lines of travel, to 
protect_the several States from the march 
of pestilence, to secure universal educa- 
tion for all its citizens, to maintain and 
protect a national banking system, to se- 
cure the purity of national elections, to 
protect its officers in the discharge of 
their official duties against State inter- 
ference, with or \* ithout forms of law, to 
guard every citizen, whatever his color or 
his condition, in overy part of the coun- 
try and from every form of oppression. 
On the contrary, Democratic resolutions, 
Democratic speeches, Democratic news- 
papers and Democratic legislation all 
unite to deny, if not the organic integ- 
rity, at least the real supremacy of the 
Nation. 
Are th< y right 1 is a question 


that is fundament il. Till we have finally 
and forever established that the Nation is 
a Nation, we can not even consider what 
it may go forward to do and to be. This 
is the dividing of the ways this Fall; and 
the danger from a solid South is that not 
of secession or Southern claims, but the 
danger of a four years' halt, perhaps a 
much longer one, in our march toward a 
national unity, a national sovereignty, a 
national supremacy, which are the essen- 
tial conditions to national progress and 
greatness, and to the firm establishment 
on this continent of government of the 
people, by the people, and for the people."
